IN PLANE CRASH 


Members Of Ontario Patrol 
Service Feature In Nose 


Dive Into Swamp 


FORT ‘WILLIAM, Ont, Aug., 17

Forestry Patrol Service were kil.ed, 
and a third seriously injured when 
their aroplane crashed near Sa- 
vanne fitation, on the Canadian Pa- 
eific Railway, Saturday evening, The 
dead aré: Kenneth McBride. junior 
pilot, of Brantford, Ont., and Victor 
Gilbert, observer. of Kingston, Ont.

PRINCE RUPERT, B.C., Aug. 17. 
——Major A. Stuart Maclaren, who 
arrived here on the Thiepval Satur- 
|day, thinks it unlikely that he wil! 
| again attempt to encircle the globe 
by aeroplane, believing that such a 
venture must be backed by greater 
resources than private firms can 
| provide. 

MacLaren and the members of 
‘his party had no excuses to offer 
‘for their misfortunes. “Failure was 
jcaused just simply because things 
| went consistently against us,” said 
|Major MacLaren. “We encountered 
|}most appalling weather conditions 
jas soon as we left for Japan.” 
Russians Friendiy 
The friendly attitude of the Rus- 
isian officials and citizens of both 
Petropaviovsk and Mikolski was com- 
mented on by the party. Hospital 
ity and kindness were showered upon 
them and they attended an informal 
dinner given in their honor at the 
| Soviet headquarters. 
| When he realized that his ‘plane 
had been hopelessly damaged after 
alighting in the surf at Nikolski 
Island, off Siberia, and that his at- 
tempt to girdle the world had been 
frustrated, he sat on the beach and 
wept. It was the end of his hopes. 
iis companions on the flight were 
also bitterly disappointed. This was 
|stated by Major MacLaren. in telling 
/im detail the story of the flight, the 
| outstanding incidents of which are 
elready known. 

The British airmen are greatly im- 
pressed py the co-operation and as- 
sistance given by the Canadian gov- 
jermment. The Thicpval had given 
jinvaluable assistance. Without the 
vessel, Major Maclaren stated it 
was doubtful if the flight could 
have preceeded beyond Indo-China. 
Canada, he said, had done more to 
help the flight than any other coun- 
try in the world, the scope of aid be- 
ing all the way from Tokio, Japan, 
to Newfoundland, nearly half the 
distance around the world. 

Americans Sportsmen 

Major MacLaren paid high tribute 
to the sportsmanlike conduct of the 
Americans in aiding him to continu: 
his journey after his crash in Bur 
ma, when they rushed a spare ‘plane 
from Japar and heiped io put it to- 

er. This action he regardcd as 
a fine illustration of true sportsman- 
ship. 

Real trouble for the British party 
commenced, however, after leaving 
Tokio. To the Kurile Islands the 
flight was just a series of short hops, 
the rest of the time being spent in 
sitting on the sea in the fog. He dia 
not, Maclaren said, contemplate 
another attempt to fly around the 
world. 

Referring to the efforts of tha 
American round-the-world fiers to 
hop from Iceland to hs 
said, no one hoped more earnestly 
than he that the world flight of the 
Americans would turn out successful.

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A Split-Up Not Imminent 


A scientist is not necessarily a man withont as 
imagination, nor cne who refuses to give rein to 
hit fancy on occasion. One of the British visitors 
#t Toranto caused a miid ripple in some sensitive 
Quarters by suggestiry that Canada may some 
day be torn asunder by conflicting local mterests, 
and become a coliecrion of independent states 
after the pattern of Europe. It is in the variety 
of types of farming that he sres the danger to 
our political solidarity. The wheat growing prov- | 
inees, the fruit producing districts, and the cattle 
growing areas have interests peculiar to each, 
and sometimes antagonistic to the others. These 
limes of difference .be thinks. may sometime 
develop into lines of economic cleavage, and then 
into the boundaries of separate political units 

All that is possible of course. After vitamines 
and radio and bobbed hair and jazz, one never 
knows what may happen. Still it is not probable 
enough to worry about. There is considerable 
diversity of regional interests in England, say as 
between Lancashire and Yorkshire, or Snoffall 
and Cornwall. But England has not split up into 
unrelated states, and nobody seriously expert 
that it will. On this continent, too, Texas has 
interests which are peculiar to itself as compare:! 
with those of Washington, while California makes 
a living by production that is altogether foreigr 
to the Dakotas. Still. the Republic manages to 
keep them all inside the boundaries and has to! 
erably good prospects of being able to save itself | 
from vivisection. Canada may be able to pull! 
along with equal success. The more so because spe- 
cialized farming is giving way to diversified 
farming .and that the suicidal effect of following

ROUGH ON WEEDS 


Cleans Wheat Of All Weeds 
And Crushes Seeds To 


Fragments 
WILL FREE FARMER 


Department Of Agriculture 
Has Been Working On De- 


vice For Year 


Exhaustive experiments will be 
conducted this fall on a machine, 
which has just been perfected, it is 
claimed, for the cleaning of wheat, 
and if it is found successful the ul- 
timate result will te the freeing of 
the entire Province from weeds, with 
the eventua! saving of millions of 
dollars annually to Alberta farmers. 
It will also, if successful, have the 
effect of freeing for use in stock 
feeding, the screenings which now, 
under both Provincial and Domin- 
ion legislation. 
stringent of regulations be used 
only for this purpose, according to 
the Hon. George Hoadley, Minister 
of Agriculture. 

The machine, which is designed 
to clean wheat of all weeds without 
interfering with the existing weed 
cleaning aparatus within the sep- 
arator, has also a small crushing 
machine which will effectually re- 
move all possibility of the weed 
seed germinating and so spreading 
itself for another season. 

Use Half A Dozen 

About half a dozen of the ma- 
ehines will be used experimentally 
for tests on separators this fall 
throughout the Province, and will 
be used only by men who will keep 
absolute records of the result. The 
machines will be fully advertised 
so that every farmer in the vicinity 
may see for himself how they are 
working out If the tests prove 
beyond doubt that weed seeds can 
be separated from <raen, and their 
germinating possibilities removed, 
right on the farm where they are 
grown, legislation making the use 
of the new machine compulsory on 
all separators in the province may 
be sought. 

The Department of Agriculture 
has been working on the new ma- 
chine for just over a year, with W. 
J. Stephen, field crops commission- 
€7, in charge of the experiments, 
and it is considered that the machine 
is now so good that patents have 
been applied for and the manufac- 
ture of half a dozen to be used this 
fall, will commence shortly. 

Means Cheap Feed 

Mr. Hoadley considers that the 
devélopment of this machine, and 
the general use of it on all separa- 
tors will effectively - answer the 
criticisiz: of some farmers that 
cheap feed for sheep and hogs is 
not possible to Alberta farmers for 
use on the farms, unless they buy 
screenings from Saskatoon and Fort 
William, which have to be re-clean- 
ed and guaranteed free from nox- 
ious weeds. Very little of these 
screenings are now entering this 
Province, 

This point was raised by an Ed- 
monton farmer at a recent meeting 
of The Board of Trade council, when 
the complaint was made that farm- 
ers could not purchase screenings 
for use on a farm in this Province 
without first securing permit to 
do so. 

This will not apply to the new 
elevator at Edmonton as this plant 
will be fully equipped with modern 
miacainery for re-cleaning the seed

really cheap, without any aftermart 
in the shape of an expensive har- 
vest of weeds to destroy the cheap- 
néss of the screenings as feed. 

In the meantime, until the success 
of this machine is established, 
there is not any likelihood of the 
stringent regulations on the use of 
sereénings being modified.
